Watso n, at h is h o me in Kush ville, 
read th o no w famo us epistle to h im, 
Th is was after Mr. Cauno u’s vi*;t to 
Oy ster Hay , wh ile h e’iwas enro ute to 
h is h o me at Danville, 111. 
“ Only o nc h aif—th e big h alf, o ne 
m igh t say —o f th e co rrespo ndence h as 
y et been publish ed. 
Th o o th er h alf 
is no t fo r th e public eye. 
“ Mr. Watso n’s letter to th e Presi­ 
dent, wh ich drew o ut th e l a t te r ’s 
enco mium o f th e h o use o f represen­ 
tatives expo sed a co nditio n o f th e pub­ 
lic mind 
needing do cto ring. 
It is 
-fully as interesting as th e President’s 
reply . 
“ Th e idea o f writing such a letter 
to th e President came to Representa­ 
tive Watso n in th e still depth s o f nigh t 
several weeks ago . 
Ho h a I been cam ­ 
paigning o ver a co nsiderable po rtio n 
o f 
th e co untry and h is mind was 
tro ubled by th e trend o f talk h e h ad 
h eard amo ng th e peo ple co ncerning 
th e President and Co ngress 
He de­ 
termined th en and th ere to write to 
th e President. 
“ Th e next dav h e framed a letter 
with co nsiderable care. 
He info rmed 
th e President th at h o h ad spent a go o d 
deal o f th e time since Co ngress ad­ 
jo urned in Misso uri, West Virginia 
and Indiana and th at h e fo und quite 
a stro ng feeling th at th e President 
and Co ngress were no t in h armo ny , 
th at lie h ad h eard it said many times 
th at th e President wo uld rath er h ave 
u> Demo cratic Ho use o f Representa­ 
tives eUnto d th is y ear th a n’a Republi­ 
can Ho use. 
Th is idea th at th e Presi­ 
dent was secretly h o ping fo r a Demo ­ 
cratic Ho use was being to ld every ­ 
wh ere, and being emph asized, h e said. 
“ Mr. Watso n asserted th at h e h im ­ 
self knew wh at a o o llo sal wro ng was 
do ne th e pio sidency b| m i h 
repiro , 
but th ere was a tendency amo ng th e 
peo ple to accept th em a; th eir face 
value ami to h o ld up members o f th e 
Ho use wh o are candidates fo r re elec­ 
tio n as culprits wh o h ad so ugh t at ev­ 
ery o ppo rtunity to defeat go o d legis 
latinn ami th w art th e will o f th e 
President. 
Ho recalled 
th at 
wh ilo 
members o f Co ngress o ften disagreed 
with th e President, just as th ey disa­ 
greed amo ng th emselves, as far as th e 
main o bjects o f legislatio n wo re co n­ 
cerned, th e President and Co ngress 
sto o d to geth er and co o perated w ith ­ 
o ut divisio n o r disco rd. 
He added 
th at h e believed th e President co aid 
no t affo rd lo nger to permit such re­ 
po rts to go unco ntradicted. 
“ A respo nse quickly came fro m th e 
President. 
He replied th at th e wo uld 
be glad to write a letter to h im (W at­ 
so n) as wh ip o f th e Ho use, disabusing 
th e public mind any no tio n th at be 
desired a Demo cratic Ho use o f Repre­ 
sentatives o r th at h e was dissatisfied 
with th e assistance wh ich ¡h e received 
fro m th e last Co ngress.”
